Work on $60,000,000 
Project to Be Resumed 
on Monday. 


A contract by which all future dif- 
ferences between the Union Station 
company and the building trades unions 
will be settled by arbitration was agreed 
to at a meeting of the Building Trades 
council. Work on the mew $60,000,000 
union terminal will be resumed on Mon- 
day. 

Union men were called off the great 
work last July because it was charged 
nonunion labor was being employed. A 
series of conferences between railroad 
men and Simon O'Donnell for the unions 
led to the new agreement. 

The Pennsylvania freight terminal, 
the steel framework of which was well 
advanced when the strikp was called, 
will give work for 2,000 men within a 
few weeks.

CEREAL SHORTAGE. 

PARIS, March 9,—Frange and her 
allies neutral countries this year 
must economize or replace with other 
cereals from 34 to 38 per cent of their 
requirements of. wheat, according to 
estimates made in the chamber of 
deputies today by Victor Boret, presi- 
dent of the agricultural committee. 

In an important debate on the eco- 
nomic policy of the government during 
the war, M. Boret produced estimates 
for the wheat crop of 1917 as follows: 
For France a yield of from 180,000,000 
to 190,000,000 bushels; requirements, de- 
duction being made for the invaded ter- 
ritory, 317,000,000 bushels, leaving a des- 
cit of 127,000,000 bushels. 


REQUIREMENTS OF ALLIES. 

The requirements of the allies of 
Framce and neutrals abroad are from 
560,000,000 to 570,000,000, The surplus 
available from overseas countries is 
from 360,000,000 to 370,000,000 bushels, 
leaving a deficit for the entente -allies 
and neutrals of from 190,000,000 to 216,- 
000,000 bushels. 

It developed during the debate in the 
chamber that the wheat acreage of 
France was reduced about 800000 by 
the invasion out of a total of 16,250,000, 
while the deficiency for 1917 is estimated 
at 5,500,000 acres, of which 500,000 at 
least is expected to be made up by 
spring seecing of Manitoba wheat which 
it now is coneeded will grow u 
fully in French soil. 

Various speakers alluded to a world’s 
grain crisis, due to difficulties to trans- 
port and reduced labor in some coun- 
tries and inadequate crops in others. 


TO DIFFICULTIES. 

Edouard Herriott, minister of subsist- 
ence and labor, replying to M. Boret, ad- 
mitted that his estimates likely would 
prove correct, but assured the chamber 
that the government was alive to the 
difficulties of the economic situation. 
Measures already decided upon would 
be applied without fear or favor and he 
would introduce bread cards if it became 
necessary. 

As it now was evident that thi critics 
were making a determined attempt to 
make trouble for the government, Pre- 
mier Briand was summoned and took his 


place on the ministerial bench. 


After a speech by M. Sembat, Minister 
Herriott's predecessor. who recalled the 
steps he had taken to increase the out- 
put of coal mines and which he insisted 
are being continued: adequately by M.

The only official utterance of the 
White House in regard to the arming

“ Whereas, public interests require 
that the congress. of the United 
States should be convened in extra 
session at 12 o'clock noon on the 
16th day of April, 1917, to receive 
such communications as may be 
made by the executive; 

Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil- 
son, president of the United States 
of America, do hereby proclaim and 
declare that an extraordinary occa- 
sion requires the congress of the 
United States to convene in extra 
session at the capitol in the city 
of. Washington on the 16th day of 
April, 1917, at 12 o'clock noon, of 
which all persons who shall at that 
time be entitled to act as members 
thereof are hereby required to take 
notice.

At the present the Republicans pt th 
to have a little better chance to organize 
the house. They have 215 members, the 
Democrats have 213, and there are six 
independents and one vacancy. The lat- 
ter; caused by the death of Representa- 
tive Conry of New York, a Democrat, 
undoubtedly will be filled before April 
16 by the ejection of another Democrat. 


Fight ‘Independent Control. 

In order to obtain a majority of all 
the members, one side or the other will 
have to get 218 votes. While both the 
Democrats and Republicans will extend 
every effort to win the organization of 
the house, the leaders are said to have 
entered into a gentlemen's agreement 
not to allow the independents to con- 
trol the body. 

For several weeks the 8 
Martin of Louisiana, Randall of Call- 
fornia, Fuller of Massachusetts, Kelly 
of. Pennsylvania, Schall of Minnesota, 
and London of New York—have been 
dickering among themselves and with 
the leaders of the two major parties.

There is still, in some 
quarters, much opposition to universal! 
military training, and this opposition 
has reflected itself in congress, so that 
advocates of the bill are me expecting 
an easy time in passing it. 

From time to time the 8 has 
been represented as becoming more and 
more convinced of the absolute :neces- 
sity of a system of military training for 
American youths and it is believed he 
will call attention to the subject in his 

message to the special session. 
Believe Wilson Favors Plan. 

Administration officials have asserted 
that the president is ready to support 
the general staff plan of universal mill- 
tary service, and that he will bring the 
power of the administration to bear in 
favor of that plan, but there is no con- 
firmation of these statements. 

However, even if the administration 
should not throw its. support to the bill 
the friends of the plan will be confident 
of their ability to put pill through 
congress. 

A test of the strength of the Dill will 
come in the house when an effort will 
be made to have the military committee 
make a favorable report on the bill. It 
ie doubtful that the house committee, if 
it is Democratic, will make a favorable 
report unless administration support is 
behind the bill. 


Senate to Report Favorably. 

In the senate the bill’ will be reported 
favorably at an early date in the coming 
seasion. The test of strength in the 
senate will come when an effort is made 
to place the bill on the majority pro- 
gram. Here again the administration 
might defeat or pass the bill. 

In any event, the bill will be offered 
as ah amendment to the army appro- 
priation bill im the senate when the 
new bill comes from the house, and 
when this is done an effective test vote 
on the bill undoubtedly will result.

Reason for Late Report.

Mrs. Mason testified that the letter 
in which her mother asked for poison, 
said that it was for a dog. She left it 
to her husband to see to.

TRIBESMEN AID BRITISH. 

New York, March 9.—The British ad- 
vance in Mesopotamia has been assisted 
materially by extensive defections of the 
native tribes from Turkish rule, accord- 
ing to private mail advices received in 
New York from Asiatic Turkey. 

The new offensive on the Tigris has 
developed with such speed that, since 
the recapture of Kut on Feb. 26, the 
British have advanced nearly 100 miles 
and now aré within a few miles of 
Bagdad. 

This has been made possible, it now is 
reported, by the fact that the Turkish 
troops are harassed not only by te 
British but by strong forces of Arabs, 
organized by the British as their allies. 

British Equip Bedouin Tribes. 

A communication from the Irak states 
that as a result of the action. of the 
grand sherif of Mecca several months 
ago in declaring independence of Otto- 
man rule, various Bedouin tribes have 
put aside their old enmities and united.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES IN 
CHAMPAGNE, March 9—The success 
of the French troops Thursday between 
Butte du Mesnil and Maisons de Cham 
pagne was even more important than 
was thought at first. The troops ad- 
vanced along a 1,500 yard front to a. 
depth ranging from 600 to 800 yards, oc- 
cupying it at all points. 


Wednesday night and 
Thursday morning the French artillery 
of every caliber had shelled heavily the 
German line. Every gun was trained 


on trenches and blockhouses opposité the 
French line. 


Sweep Over First Lines. 
The correspondent saw the first in- 
fantrymen clamber out of the front 
trench and proceed at a slow pace across 
No. Man's land, preceded by a complete 
curtain of fire from the artillery, which 
raised and dropped niethodi¢ally as the 
footmen advanced. The German artil- 
lery, meanwhile, opened a heavy curtain 
of fire which, however, did not restrict 
the French advance. 
Gradually the French troops reached 
the first line German trenches, where 
1 occupants could be seen 

, re rushing out, their hands 
raised in the air as a token of sur- 
render, after which they were hurried 
to the rear. At some points, however, 
the Germans had made their positions 
regular fortresses, and here there was 
sharp grenade and rifle fighting. But 
the positions succumbed one after an- 
other to the . rench attack.

FLABBY AND CONTENTED,

Are we learning the lessons of the war in time 
to put them to practical use?

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MR. MERRIAM AND THE GAS 
SETTLEMENT. 

Chicago, March 0.—(Editor of The 
Tribune.}—Permit me to call attention 
to certain misetaternents and misappre- 
hensions of my position in editorial 
of March . ‘ 

The proposed gas settlement was sub- 
mitted to the gas, oll, and electric light 
committee, of which I am a member, on 
last Tuesday about 4 o'clock. After tess 
than an hour’s discussion of this highly 
Important report a motion was made 
that an ordinance be drafted in accerd- 
ance with the recommendations submit- 
ted. Believing that a proposal affecting 
660,000 gus consumers should be dis- 
cussed until its terms could be fully 
understood, at least by the members of 
the commites responsible, I voted 
against this motion. In all my experi- 
ence with and observation of traction, 
electric light, telephone, and other ordi- 
nances, I have known @f no other pro- 
cedure to be folwwed than Ara to dis- 
cuss in full the terms of the agreement 
in committee. This seems to me to be 
sound and businessiike procedure, and 
instead of causing delay should save 
time. I did not vote for or against the 
proposed settlement. but that I wanted 
a ful) discussion of its terms. 

Believing that the gas consumers 
might well be consulted regarding the 
proposed change in standard and price, 
I moved that Mr. Richberg be directed 
to prepare a plan, if possibile, for finding 
out their will in this matter. They pay 
the bilis. This motion was unanimously 
approved by the committes. 

More generally speaking, I have been 
fighting a graft and spoils system—a 
labor which you characterize as “ pick- 
ing fleas off the body politic.”

Grand Jury Investigation 
of Vote Frauds 
Proceeds.

An apparent tilt between Judge Scully 
of the county court, Chief Clerk Den- 
nis Egan of the election board and the 
state’s attorney’s office resulted yester- 
day from the request of Judge Scully 
and Egan that they be permitted to 
testify before the March grand jury in- 
vestigating vote frauds in the Eigh- 
teenth ward. The inquiry concerns the 
method by which Barney Grogan de- 
feated John J. Touhy for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for alderman. 

The judge and Mr. Egan were politely 
but firmly rebuffed and showed symp- 
toms of annoyance when leaving the 
Criminal court building. Later Judge 
Scully issued a statement in which he 
said that the grand jury had been in- 
formed of his wish by the etate’s at- 
torney's office, and that the jurors re- 
plied that all they wanted was the 
election records. These had been 
brought over in a wagon. The judge 
added that the election board, chief 
clerk and himself have been working in 
harmony with the state's attorney. 
Confessions were obtained yesterday 
from two election officials in the Sixth | 
precinct of the Eighteenth ward, where 
the ballot box contained sixty-seven 
fraudulent votes, the state’s attorney

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U.S. OPENS FINAL 
EFFORT TO SPLIT 
STEEL COMBINE

Supreme Court Sets 
Aside Time for 
Arguments. 


Washington, D. C., March 9 —The Su- 
preme court today began consideration 
of the federal dissolution suit against 
the United States Steel corparation, its 
subsidiaries and officers. Argument will | 
continue until next Wednesday. 

Only seven of the nine justices are 
sitting in the case. Justices Brandeis 
and McReynolds retired voluntarily in 
accordance with the court custom. 

The former, it is understood, did so 
because of public expressions made be- 
fore his appointment regarding the so- 
called “steel trust.” Justice McRey- 


nolds while attorney general participat- 
ed in the federal prosecution. 


“Colossal Super-Combine. “ 

In opening the government's case, As- 
sistant Attorney General Todd pictured 
the corporation as a “colossal super- 
combination” of competing units, pro- 
ducing approximately one-half of the 
nation’s iron and steel output and con- 
trolling assets of more than $2,000,000,- 
000. 

He declared it was a “ gressly over- 
capitalized ’’ combination of combina- 
tions, with the subsidiaries themselves 
previously overcapitalized. 

Outlining the defense, Richard V. 
Lindabury contended that the Sherman 
law does not prohibit combinations 
merely for size and power alone. 


Decrease in Production. 
Proportionate production by the cor- 
poration, he said, has decreased to 40.9 
per cent since it was organized, while 
competition and competitors’ propor- 
tion of output have increased. 

Mr. Todd declared that the combina- 
tion is still “overwhelmingly prepon- 
derant in virtually all branches of the

"Frozen Canadian mackerel, 20 
cents a pound, as it has been all 
winter. This is far superior to 
salt mackerel, if kept frozen until 
it reaches the kitchen. It con- 
tains the same per cent of protein 
as most beefsteak. It is not 
worth while to consider it from 
the food unit or calorie stand- 


point unless we are computing 
our intake of food with great 


precision. 
Mackerel Baked in Cream Sauce. 


T is an interesting fact that the 
frozen mackerel of our winter mar- 
ket comes to us from the region 
where commerce first touched the 
American continent—some 400 years 
ago. They provide us with good eating 
if we can revise our cooking methods a 
bit. Though the spring mackerel, which 
will appear in the market a month from 
now, and be at their best in May, may 
excel for broiling, these frozen fish may 
be cooked in a sauce or at least served 
with a good. sauce, and be of high 
grade. 

In cooking one of these frozen fish the 
other day I tried both methods, and 
found that the cold broiled mackerel, 
which I had thoroughly seasoned by 
marinating before broiling, made an ex- 
cellent salad with mayonnaise, but the 
mackerel cooked tm a sauce was whiter 
—surprisingly white for mackerel—and 
was more delicious when hot as cooked 
below: 

Wash fish which has been allowea to 
thaw in a room and not in water; cut 
off head and fina, split up the back and 
remove backbone and put this in a little 
cold water on the stove, and cook about 
twenty minutes after it boils, then 
strain liquid and add to the sauce just 
before puting the later over the fish. 
Wipe the fish dry, and put in baking 
tin when the following sauce is ready 
to put over it: 

Melt two tablespoons of butter and put 
a clove of garlic in the sauce pan with 
it. Stir into the butter two even table- 
spoons of flour until smooth, add a 
pinch of cayenne peper, a shake of 
paprika, and a cup of cold milk. Stir 
over the fire constantly until the sauce 
thickens, add fish stock, them pour 
over mackerel and bake under broiler 
for twenty minutes, or in a hot oven, 
basting frequently. If cooked under 
the boiler do not allow big bilsters de 
more than form, then stir them in. 

To broil this fish when it has been 
frozen, wipe dry, lay over it some 
slices of onion, and pour over the whole 
a French dressing. Dip up the dressing 
until it is all aborbed, and let the fish 
stand for at least one hour before
